UNITED  STATES  CENTS  OF  1908  AND  1909. 

• The  first  issue  of  any  coins  is  destined  to  be  more  or  less  in  demand. 
The  gold  coinage  of  1907  attracted  great  attention,  and  certain  varieties  of 
the  $10  and  $20  pieces  bear  handsome  premiums.  Among  the  younger  col- 
lectors, and  beginners, — indeed,  among  all  classes,  the  new  issues  of  cents, 
struck  at  both  the  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  Mints  in  1'908,  1909  and 
1910  have  awakened  great  interest.  The  Indian  head  cents  of  19  08  were  not 
struck  at  San  Francisco  until  December,  and  only  a limited  number  were 
struck  before  the  new  year,  19  09.  A still  less  number  bearing  the  Indian 
head  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  19  09,  the  number  being  un- 
der 400,000.  Most  of  these  Indian  head  cents  of  1908  and  1909  got  out 
into  circulation  and  were  badly  scratched  and  discolored,  so  the  actually  un- 
circulated kind  are  really  very  scarce.  The  number  of  cents  struck  during 
the  year  187  7 ran  into  the  hundreds  of  thoiisands,  yet  an  uncirculated  spec- 
imen of  that  date  easily  brings  $1  to  $1.50,  while  in  Mr.  Elder’s  sale  a proof 
specimen  sold  for  $2.10.  This  only  goes  to  show,  that  while  over  200,000 
cents  were  coined  at  the  S.  Mint  of  each  variety  in  190  8,  and  1909,  that 
these  in  a few  years  may  become  quite  rare.  The  1909  San  Francisco  Cent 
with  Lincoln  head,  with  the  initials  V.  D.  B.  was  coined  in  about  equal  num- 
ber to  the  Indian  head  of  the  same  year.  Several  million  of  the  Lincoln 
cents,  dated  1909,  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  bearing  the  initials,  Avere  coin- 
ed, yet  some  dealers  pay  a premium  for  uncirculated  specimens.  The  ab- 
sorbing power  of  the  coin  collecting  public  is  here  illustrated.  Collectors 
who  buy  these  coins  to  lay  away  for  future  use  are  wise.  Few  people  know 
that  even  the  Indian  head  cent  of  190  9,  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  is  a little 
scarce  in  new  condition.  The  i>roof  cents  of  1909,  Indian  head  and  Lincoln, 
with  initials,  are  both  rare,  and  Mr.  Elder  obtained  $2.30  apiece  for  each 
variety  at  his  recent  sale.

Too  few  articles  have  been  contributed  to  the  exhaustive  subject  of  for- 
eign copper  coins,  especially  the  modern  copper  coins  dating  from  say  160  0> 
A.  D.  to  the  present.  No  other  class  of  coins  is  more  interesting  historically, 
and  only  one  or  two  classes  of  either  coins  or  medals  are  more  noteworthy 
from  the  artistic  standpoint.  Any  collector,  no  difference  how  modest  his 
means,  can  afford  a representative  collection  of  both  countries  and  types. 
Notwithstanding  the  large  num'ber  of  these  that  have  been  issued,  only  a few 
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hundred  varieties  are  actually  common.  One  could  not  point  to  a thousand, 
varieties  of  copper  coins  without  finding  some  rarities.  Those  of  considera- 
ble rarity  are  unappreciated  and  sell  for  far  less  than  their  rarity  would  in- 
dicate. We  venture  to  say  that  any  American  dealer  would  have  a hard 
time  furnishing  a collection  of  1200  or  1500  varieties.  It  is  easy  enough  to 
get  300  or  400  varieties,  but  after  that  they  become  rather  scarce.  A col- 
lector is  able,  for  a moderate  sum,  to  get  a copper  coin  of  countries  whose 
silver  or  gold  coins  are  of  such  rarity  that  few  collectors  can  afford  them,  or 
procure  them.  The  variety  of  sizes,  shapes,  edges,  inscriptions,  types,  work- 
manship, etc.,  are  legion,  almost  innumerable,  and  for  artistic  merit  they 

X equal,  if  they  do  not  excell,  all  modern  silver  coins.  In  fact,  important  col- 
lectors like  Dr.  Martin  Burke  of  this  city,  prefer  copper  to  either  silver  or 
gold,  for  th e'ir  exceTIen t color  and  soft  delineation  of  portraits  or  heraldic 
devices.  Your  cabinet  will  never  be  perfectly  rounded  until  you  have  a rep- 
resentative collection  of  fine  historical  or  artistic  copper  coins.  We  predict 
an  advance  in  the  near  future  in  the  prices  of  these  copper  coins,  which  now 
are  moderate  in  price.  Of  course  we  refer  to  coins  in  good  or  fine  preserva- 
tion. Everybody  knows  how  many  battered  or  poor  specimens  are  afloat, 
but  there  still  seems  to  be  a slight  demand  for  even  those.

The  Hoard  Of  Alexandrian  Nummi. 

While  perhaps  not  intrinsically  so  valuable,  second  only  to  Mr.  Elder’s 
great  purchase  of  the  Demenhur,  Egypt^  find  of  Alexander  Tetradrachms, 
comes  his  acquisition  of  a large  hoard,  ’ numbering  perhaps  two  thousand 
pieces,  in  satisfactory  condition,  of  Imperial  Alexandrian  bronze  Nummi 
(coins)  of  the  Roman  Caesars  from  Hadrian  to  the  Constantines  together 
with  a few  of  the  Eastern  Emperors  Justinian  and  Anastasius. 

EXAMPLES  OF  THE  FIND. 

These  coins  are  mostly  of  very  thick  fabric,  the  earlier  ones  cast,  design 
and  all  in  sand  moulds,  and  later  struck  upon  sand  cast  fians  of  extremely 
hard  bronze.  Their  interest  lies  partly  in  the  fact  that  they  came  from  the 
time  and  place  of  the  syncretism  of  the  various  Oriental  doctrines  which 
found  expression  in  the  four  Gospels  and  show  in  their  numerous  interesting 
reverse  types  many  of  the  figures  in  which  the  Aegypto-Greeks  dwelling 
under  Roman  rule  sought  to  blend  the  ancient  Mysteries  of  the  Nile  country 
with  the  new  found  faith  of  the  Jewish  Messiah.  Students  of  early  Christian 
history  and  the  writings  of  the  “Fathers”,  so  full  of  the  struggles  of  various 
Oriental  sects  to  approximate  the  revelations  of  the  Christian  Gospels  to 
their  own  particular  teachings  and  their  successive  combatting  and  over- 
throw by  the  Roman  center  of  Ecclesiastical  authority,  will  appreciate  the 
countless  religious  types  which  are  equally  applicable  to  the  old  religion  of 
Egypt  and  the  new. 

We  find  perhaps  the  earliest  numismatic  references  to  the  advent  of 
the  Redeemer  on  Alexandrian  Nummi  of  the  Emperor  Nero,  which  show  a 
serpent  crowned  and  erect  among  spears  of  Wheat  with  the  legend  NEO 
AG.A.THDA1MON  or  “To  the  new  good  Genius.”  Then  there  is  Isis  nursing 
the  infant  Horns  and  Serapis,  the  liberator  of  the  souls  in  Amenta  or  Purga- 
tory and  many  types  of  gods  and  goddesses  who  are  at  one  and  the  same 
time  figures  in  the  Roman  pantheon  and  recognized  as  ancient  deities  of  the 
Egyptians.  In  due  time  all  these  dogmatic  conflicts  were  put  an  end  to  by 
voice  of  authority  but  the  Alexandrian  Nummi  remain  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting series  of  memorials  to  primitive  Christianity  in  the  world.
